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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To THE ScHooL BoaRD OF THE ScHooL District oF 
, LANGDON : 

Herewith I respectfully submit my second annual report as 
superintendent of your schools, it being the eighth in a series of 
similar reports so submitted since you first adopted the. supervi- 
sory district plan.

In my report of a year ago I recommended to you for the 
betterment of school conditions at the village, as follows: ‘‘First, 
install some kind of a heating and ventilating plant; second, 
put ina new clean floor and do over the walls and ceiling; 
third, if the number of pupils remains permanent or increases, 
divide the school in some way.” 

You acted on my second recommendation and much im- 
proved and beautified the interior of the building. You were 
then compelled by a vote of the district to provide for the divi- 
sion of the school ina prescribed way. These changes nearly 
obliterated the improvements that you had already made. 

In accordance with reasonable expectation, I am able to re- 
port that the division of the labor between two teachers has 
greatly increased the efficiency of the school. The immediate 
effect is perhaps most pronounced in the case of the younger 
classes, which may now receive the amount of attention which 
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they should have for satisfactory progress. In this respect there 
is a vast improvement but the fact sull remains that the rooms 
are without means of ventilation, insufhiciently and improperly 
lighted, and unsightly in appearance. These defects can not 
long be overlooked without serious menace to the sight and gen- 
eral health of the pupils. Suitable closet room should be pro- 
vided without delay for the housing of the books and supplies. 

The district has been especially fortunate in retaining both 
of the teachers of last year and equally happy in the selection of 
a teacher for the primary room. 

In the matter of books and supplies, I wish to say that the 
dividing of the school at the village will give rise to the neces- 
sity of purchasing a larger number of books for supplementary 
reading than heretofore and a slightly larger sum will have to 
be expended another year. 

Through you, permit me here to call the attention of the 
peop'e of Langdon to the provisions of the statutes for the pay- 
ing of the tuition of pupils attending approved secondary schools 
elsewhere in the state. Section 1, chapter 96 of the session laws 
of 1901, as amended by chapter 118, session laws of 1903, reads 
as follows: ‘*Any town not maintaining a high school or 
school of corresponding grade shall pay for the tuition of any 
child who with parents or guardian resides in said town and who 
attends a high schoo! or academy in the same or another town 
or city of the state, and the parent or guardian of such child 
shall notify the school board of the district in which he resides 
of the high school or academy which he has determined to at- 
tend, provided, however, that no town, etc.” I will not attempt 
to interpret the clause which provides for the notice to the school 
board, so as to state whether said clause is mandatory or obliga- 
tory. This much is certain, that if the school board does not 
receive such notice in a specific case and does not include in . 
their estimates for the coming year a sum sufficient for paying 
such tuition, then the school board cannot authorize the payment 
of the tuition during that fiscal year. How the lack of notice 
may affect the liability of the town or the district is a matter for 
the courts to determine. 

With hearty and sincere thanks to the board for their sup- 
port and co-operation, to the teachers for their earnestness and 
loyalty. to the public in general for their courtesy, this report is 
respectiully submitted.
